Says Real Threat Of 
Communism Is Not 
From Downtrodden 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (B—Lewis 
K. Gough, national commander of 
the American Legion, said today 
the real threat of communism to 
America does not com e from the 
downtrodden 
but 
from 
eminent 
men who have left them selves be 
used in the Communist cause. 
In an address prepared for deliv­ 
ery before the 91st annual meeting 
of the National Education Associ­ 
ation (NEA), the Legion c h i e f 
said that of the group being used 
by Communists, 
“educators and 
scholars comprise by far the larg­ 
est m ajority.”

“Not one was a manual laborer 
or a farmer of the proletariat class 
which the Reds profess to speak 
for. And what kind of showing did 
these people make?

Gough said he did not question 
the collective loyalty of teachers,

Un ion ism For The 20th Cen tury 


If Victor Riesel, who specializef in reports on 
un ion labor, has sized up thin gs correctly , th t 
n ex t big thin g in un ion ism will be a middle- 
of-the-road movemen t. 
John L. Lewis, he believes, is startin g on e 
at the ex pen se of Walter Reuther’s CIO on 
the left an d George Mean y ’i AFL on the right. 
While this would be somethin g like the de­ 
vourin g of on e’s children , sin ce Lewis created 
CIO an d has adopted AFL at Mie time or an ­ 
other, it would be the kin d of “in side strategy ’* 
which Is the old un ion ist’s specialty . 
But the mc^t in terestin g thin g is the policy 
which Riesel reports as the n ew lin e for a 
middle-of-the-road organ ization . Its aim, he 
say s, would be to get alon g with employ ers, 
in stead of fightin g with them. 
It would be, in other words, un ion ism for 
20th cen tury America in stead of 19 th cen tury 
E uri^ a n socialism. It would be un ion ism dedi­ 
cated to the evolution of in dustrialism, in stead 
of un ion ism dedicated to the revolution of an 
old-war workin g class which Karl Marx would 
have been un able to fin d had he lived in the 
Un ited States in this cen tury . 
There may be a middle-of-the-road movemen t 
In side the CIO an d AFL, in stead of a n ew fed­ 
eration . That is made likelier by the American 
political pattern which un ion ism ten ds to fol­ 
low—the two-party sy stem, with ex tremists of 
each party try in g to push an d pull the mod­ 
erates out of the middle of the road. 
That would amoun t to the same thin g, how­ 
ever. It would be un ion labor’s Icmg-dclay cd 
sign of recogn ition that old-world class warfare 
has n othin g to offer fe society which boasts that 
the boss came up through the ran ks. 


Rebecca West No tices It 


No livin g writer has a greater gift of clarity 
than Rebecca West, the En glish n ovelist an d 
critic. Her recen t reports

con dition s have 
added 
n ew 
dimen sion s 
of 
un derstan din g for in telligen t readers. 
But when Miss West’s description of the 
damage bein g don e in En glan d by distortion s 
of the thin g kn own there an d here as “Mc-

World Report, she learn ed somethin g about un ­ 
in telligen t readers. 
They sn atched her words out of 
con tex t, 
twisted then an d hurled them back at her 
with such savage malice she could <mly as­ 
sume somethin g un wholesome must have hap­ 
pen ed to what she remembered admirin gly as 
“the con troversial atmosphere of the Un ited 
States.” 
What she had In ten ded to be an appeal to 
the reason in g power of liberal person s was 
twisted by liberals themselves in to poison an d 
prejudice. 
“ I might be amused,’* she commen ted in a 
commun ication to U.S. News k World Report,’* 
if I had n ot seen somethin g of German y in 
the early ’30s. . . If we aban don our sen se of 
reality an d our hon esty , we are false to our 
vows an d we become disguised reaction aries, 
ron trivin e the defeat of the forces we preten d 
to serve.”

Some object to loy alty oaths. I 
come of a pec^le in whose tradi­ 
tion it is daily to affirm loy alty 
to God. The resoun din g pray er, 
the Shma, is an oath of loy alty to 
God spoken on goin g to bed an d 
in the morn in g pray ers an d it is 
put on the doorpost of each room. 


SIMILARLY an affirmation of 
loy alty to on e’s coun try is 
a ton ic, 
a remin der of respon sibility . It is 
often don e by those who recite the 
“Pledge of Allegian ce.’* 
If some of our y oun g men an d 
women who wan dered in to Marx ­ 
ian morasses had on ly halted lon g 
en ough to say the words, “I am 
an American ,’* they might have 
faltered, or even turn ed back, on 
a road that can on ly lead to social 
ostracism, prison , or the electric 
chair. 
“I am an American ’’—is an af­ 
firmation of n ation ality , of belon g­ 
in g, of obligation , of respon sibility . 
For too man y American s, associ­ 
ation with this n ation is just a 
q uestion of what can be got out 
of it—a high stan dard of livin g, 
free schools, free lun ches, buses 
to take the children to school, 
bon uses for veteran s, subsidies for 
in dustry , for farmers, for workers. 
Of course, much that is ben eficial 
can be got out of America. 
Was Dan iel Webster less the 
American because he had n o auto­ 
mobile? 
Was Abraham Lin coln less the 
American because he lacked a 
fan cy bathroom set? 


WAS CONGRESS less American 
when the represen tatives of the 
people traveled to it in stage­ 
coaches or on horseback? 


If America is on ly a con ven ien t 
place lo live, it is n ot worth-while. 
It is more than that. It is an ideal, 
a h o p e. 
It is freedom for man ; it 
is liberty for the in dividual. 
It is the human aspiration that 
makes the erect man stan d in the 
dign ity of his own person . 
That idea! is un chan ged in the 
177 y ears sin ce Thomas Jefferson 
pen n ed the glorious preamble to 
the Declaration of In depen den ce. 
To that ideal the foun ders of 
our n ation pledged their sacred 
hon or an d risked their lives. We 
have n ow all the ben efits of their 
achievemen ts. 
But are we con tributin g to the 
stren gthen in g of this n ation for the 
gen eration .s that are to succeed 
us? 


HOW DOES on e con tribute to 
n ation al stren gth? The first n eces­ 
sity is un swervin g loy alty . 
“I am an American ,” becomes 
n ot a jumble of words but an 
article of faith. I^ve of coun try 
dictates its own obligation s. 
There are those who sarcastical­ 
ly 
use 
the 
phrase, 
“super-pa- 
triote.” or “200 per cen t Ameri­ 
can s.” 
There a r e n o percen tages in 
love. On e does n ot fraction ate the 
love for a mother. On e does n ot 
say that he loves his in fan t 68.4 
per cen t. Love is total. 
It is the most complete emo­ 
tion . It bespeaks a fin al acceptan ce 
of respon sibility an d a supreme 
devotion . 
Whoever 
ridicules 
patriotism 
has. In his heart, a rejection of 
love for America. 
I recall y ears ago seein g a Ja­ 
pan ese, who was about to leave 
his coun try , fill a little wooden 
box with the soil of Japan . 


SO INTENSE was his love of 
coun try that he carried its soil 
with him, as a lovin g husban d 
carries a photograph of his wife. 
He said to me. “Wherever I 
shall be on the earth’s surface, 
I shall alway s have a little of 
Japan with me.” 
At that time. I had been away 
from my n ative lan d an d I was 
so deeply moved that I asked my ­ 
self whether I am a lesser man 
than this Japan ese, whether I am 
less capable of in ten se an d su­ 
preme love of coun try . 
This thought comes back to me 
on this July 4. 19 53, when we are 
beset by war, challen ged by treas­ 
on , con fused by in tern ation alism. 
On such a day , let us simply 
say , “I am an American !” an d 
pray God’s blessin g.

Brewery Un ion which has just com­ 
pleted its deal with the AFL Team­ 
sters. 
In addition , Lewis believes he 
can split Walter Reuther’s own CIO 
Auto Workers’ Un ion by takin g the 
world’s largest sin gle region al un ­ 
ion . Local 600. at the Ford River 
Rouge plan t. 
This local itself has 51.500.000 in 
it* kitty — just about what the 
AFL an d CIO n ation al headq uar­ 
ters each have in their fun ds. 
Lewis has lon g been n egotiatin g 
with section s of in depen den t left 
win g un ion s an d hopes to split them 
too — so he believes he can coun t 
on over 3,000.000 followers. 


IN THE TALKS with Beck an d 
McDon ald it has been poin ted out 
that while they boast of most of 
the n ation ’s in dustrial power in 
their un ion s, they themselves are 
isolated. 


Lewis is, of course, in depen den t. 
Beck has little voice in the AFL 
high coun cil, of which he is n ot 
even a member. 
Reuther sets policy for CIO, leav­ 
in g McDon ald just an ex ecutive 
board member, it was n oted. 
But like all master strategists, 
John Lewis has two altern ative bat- 
tie plan s to fall back on if n either 
Beck n or McDon ald wan t to pull 
out of their respective coalition s. 
These altern atives, too, h a ve 
been discussed an d will be re­ 
viewed in subseq uen t scheduled 
con versation s. 
If the n ew federation doesn ’t ma­ 
terialize.

It is doubtful whether the Ameri­ 
can people have an y idea of just 
what commitmen ts are bein g made 
to in volve the Un ited States in 
military action in differen t parts 
of the world.

stitution al processes. 
“An y such armed attack an d all 
measures taken as a result there­ 
of shall be immediately reported 
to the Security Coun cil of the Un it­ 
ed Nation s. 
“Such measures shall be termi­ 
n ated when the Security Coun cil 
has taken the measures n ecessary 
to restore an d main tain in tern a­ 
tion al peace an d security . 
“Article V; For the purpose of 
Article IV, an armed attack on 
an y of the parties is deemed to in ­ 
clude an armed attack on the 
metropolitan territory or an y of 
the parties, or on the islan d ter­ 
ritories un der its jurisdiction in 
the Pacific or on its armed forces, 
public ves.sels or aircraft in the 
Pacific.” 
The lan guage of these treaties 
makes it clear that the action to 
be taken is irrespective of the 
Security Coun cil of the U.N., an d 
the on ly req uiremen t is that the 
measures taken must be “immed­ 
iately reported” an d that they must 
be termin ated when the Security 
Coun cil takes the “measures n eces­ 
sary to restore an d main tain in ­ 
tern ation al peace an d security .”

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Unionism For The 20th Century 


If Victor Riesel, who specializes in reports on 
union labor, has sized up things correctly, th# 
next big thing in unionism will be a middle- 
of-the-road movement. 
John L. Lewis, he believes, is starting one 
at the expense of Walter Reuther’s CIO on 
the left and George Meany’i AFL on the right. 
While this would be something like the de­ 
vouring of one’s children, since Lewis created 
CIO and has adopted AFL at one time or an­ 
other, it would be the kind of “inside strategy” 
which is the old unionist’s specialty. 
But the most interesting thing is the policy 
which Riesel reports as the new line for a 
middle-of-the-road organization. 
Its aim, 
he 
says, would be to get along with employers, 
instead of fighter, g with them. 
It would be. in other words, unionism for 
20th century America instead of 18th century 
European socialism. It would be unionism dedi­ 
cated to the evolution of industrialism, instead 
of unionism dedicated to the revolution of an 
old-war working class which Karl Marx would 
have been unable to find had he lived in the 
United States in this century. 
There may be a middle-of-the-road movement 
Inside the CIO and AFL, instead of a new fed­ 
eration. That is made likelier by the American 
political pattern which unionism tends to fol­ 
low—the two-party system, with extremists of 
each party trying to push and pull the mod­ 
erates out of the middle of the road. 
That would amount to the same thing, how­ 
ever. It would be union labor’s long-delayed 
sign of recognition that old-world class warfare 
has nothing to offer a society which boasts that 
the boss came up through the ranks. 


Rebecca West Notices It 


No living writer has a greater gift of clarity 
than Rebecca West, the English novelist and 
critic. Her recent reports 
on 
contemporary 
conditions have 
added 
new 
dimensions 
of 
understanding for intelligent readers. 
But when Miss West’s description of the 
damage being done in England by distortions 
of the thing known there and here as “Mc- 
Carthyism” appeared recently in U.S. News & 
World Report, she learned something about un­ 
intelligent readers. 
They snatched her words out of 
context, 
twisted then and hurled them back at her 
with such savage malice she could only as­ 
sume something unwholesome must have hap­ 
pened to what she remembered admiringly as 
“the controversial atmosphere of the United 
States.” 
What she had Intended to be an appeal to 
the reasoning power of liberal persons was 
twisted by liberals themselves into poison and 
prejudice. 
“ I might be amused,” she commented in a 
communication to U.S. News & World Report,” 
if I had not seen something of Germany in 
the early ’30s. . . If we abandon our sense of 
reality and our honesty, we are false to our 
vows and we become disguised reactionaries, 
contriving the defeat of the forces we pretend 
to serve.” 
Every spoken and written word in this coun­ 
try is likely to be pounced upon these days 
by prejudiced citizens locked in a deadly con­ 
test of ignorance and misrepresentation. Ameri­ 
cans are dangerously close to the point where 
the voice of reason may be drowned out by 
the thunder of hatred. Miss West has noticed 
something which is striking fear into the hearts 
of Americans who have noticed it, too. 


Budgeting On The Dark Side 


Nothing takes the drudgery out of budgeting 
like an ever-rising income. 
The federal government and the states have 
been enjoying this kind of budgeting ever since 
the beginning of inflation. Therp have been 
times in recent years when federal income 
fattened up so rapidly it exceeded by as much 
as 29 per cent the previous official estimates 
of its size. 
There is a strong suspicion that it was plan­ 
ned that way; that income was deliberately un­ 
derestimated to keep Congress from cutting 
taxes. Since the excess always was gobbled up 
by additional spending which thereafter became 
part of the next budget, inflation boomed m er­ 
rily along. 
Local government, meanwhile, was taking it 
in the neck, but no one cared about local gov­ 
ernment. It could appeal to Washington or the 
state capital if it wanted help. They’d return 
its tax money, minus a 50 per cent discount 
for mishandling. 
But when inflation quits booming, the dark 
side of budgeting comes into view. For the 
fiscal year that ended June 30. the original 
estimate of federal income was $71 billion. That 
estimate has been pared down until Sen. Taft 
estimated the other day it might drop down to 
as low as $65 billion. 
This is one of the main realm s why the 
federal government is in money trouble. It 
couldn’t balance its budget when it was get­ 
ting more income than it thought it was going 
to get. It can’t balance its budget when the in­ 
come is dwindling. 
Local government budgeters now can extend 
their sympathy. If asked, they also could ex­ 
tend their advice: Cut the coat to fit the cloth.

What The Fourth Of July Means To Me

The Fourth of July is not, for 
me, a day to get into a car to 
go somewhere on a crowded, dan­ 
gerous road. It is, for me, a re­ 
ligious d a y 
consecrated 
to 
the birth of my 
nation; 
a day 
of prayer and 
decision. 
I am n o t a 
citizen 
of the 
world. I do not 
belong to the 
U n i t e d 
Na­ 
tions. I am not 
pro - British, 
or pro-French, or pro this or that 
country. 
I am exclusively and totally an 
American, coursing my once alien 
roots deeply into the tradition and 
philosophy of the land in which I 
was born by the incidence of my 
parents’ immigration. 
Some object to loyalty oaths. I 
come of a people in whose tradi­ 
tion it is daily to affirm loyalty 
to God. The resounding prayer, 
the Shma, is an oath of loyalty to 
God spoken on going to bed and 
in the morning prayers and it is 
put on the doorpost of each room. 


SIMILARLY an affirmation of 
loyalty to one’s country is a tonic, 
a reminder of responsibility. It is 
often done by those who recite the 
“Pledge of Allegiance.” 
If some of our young men and 
women who wandered into Marx­ 
ian morasses had only halted long 
enough to say the words, “I am 
an American,” they might have 
faltered, or even turned back, on 
a road that can only lead to social 
ostracism, prison, or the electric 
chair. 
“I am an American”—is an af­ 
firmation of nationality, of belong­ 
ing, of obligation, of responsibility. 
For too many Americans, associ­ 
ation with this nation is just a 
question of what can be got out 
of it—a high standard of living, 
free schools, free lunches, buses 
to take the children to school, 
bonuses for veterans, subsidies for 
industry, for farmers, for workers. 
Of course, much that is beneficial 
can be got out of America. 
Was Daniel Webster less the 
American because he had no auto­ 
mobile? 
Was Abraham Lincoln less the 
American because he lacked a 
fancy bathroom set? 


WAS CONGRESS less American 
when the representatives of the 
people traveled to it in stage­ 
coaches or on horseback? 


If America is only a convenient 
place to live, it is not worth-while. 
It is more than that. It is an ideal, 
a hope. It is freedom for man; it 
is liberty for the individual. 
It is the human aspiration that 
makes the erect man stand in the 
dignity of his own person. 
That ideal is unchanged in the 
177 years since Thomas Jefferson 
penned the glorious preamble to 
the Declaration of Independence. 
To that ideal the founders of 
our nation pledged their sacred 
honor and risked their lives. We 
have now all the benefits of their 
achievements. 
But are we contributing to the 
strengthening of this nation for the 
generations that are to succeed 
us? 


HOW DOES one contribute to 
national strength? The first neces­ 
sity is unswerving loyalty. 
“I am an American,” becomes 
not a jumble of words but an 
article of faith. Love of country 
dictates its own obligations. 
There are those who sarcastical­ 
ly 
use 
the 
phrase, 
“super-pa­ 
triots.” or “200 per cent Ameri­ 
cans.” 
There a r e no percentages in 
love. One does not fractionate the 
love for a mother. One does not 
say that he loves his infant 68.4 
per cent. Love is total. 
It is the most complete emo­ 
tion. It bespeaks a final acceptance 
of responsibility and a supreme 
devotion. 
Whoever 
ridicules 
patriotism 
has, in his heart, a rejection of 
love for America. 
I recall years ago seeing a Ja ­ 
panese, who was about to leave 
his country, fill a little wooden 
box with the soil of Japan. 


SO INTENSE was his love of 
country that he carried its soil 
with him, as a loving husband 
carries a photograph of his wife. 
He said to me, “Wherever I 
shall be on the earth’s surface. 
I shall always have a little of 
Japan with me.” 
At that time, I had been away 
from my native land and I was 
so deeply moved that I asked my­ 
self whether I am a lesser man 
than this Japanese, whether I am 
less capable of intense and su­ 
preme love of country. 
This thought comes back to me 
on this July 4, 1953, when we are 
beset by w-ar, challenged by treas­ 
on. confused by internationalism. 
On such a day, let us simply 
say, “I am an American!” and 
pray God’s blessing.

Inside On Labor

Maneuvering quietly behind the 
scenes with that masterful sense 
of strategy which has so frequently 
shaken this nation, John L. Lewis 
is p i l i n g 
up strength for 
t h e launching 
of a new labor 
f e d e r a tion 
to destroy what 
he himself once 
b u i l t — the 
CIO. 
Lewis is con­ 
vinced t h a t 
a strong c o m- 
Vlctor Riesel 
b i n a t i o n 
is needed to fight back what he 
refers to as Walter Reuther’s “left 
wing unionism.” 
The new federation, if launched, 
would not only destroy CIO, but 
would rival the AFL and create a 
middle - of - the - road conserva­ 
tive bloc which would “get along 
with industry” instead of blasting 
it constantly. 


IT CAN BE reported that Lewis 
believes his new labor federation 
can raise over 3,000,000 members 
in unions with combined treasuries 
of almost $100,000,000. 
This, in effect, is what he has 
been attempting to sell the AFL 
Teamsters Union leader. D a v e 
Beck, in recent conversations. 
Lewis and Beck met last in 
Washington on June 20 in what was 
supposed to be a definitive confer­ 
ence. 
An 
announcement 
t h e y 
planned to make, however, was 
held up pending Lewis’ further 
talks with other powerful labor 
leaders. 
This was behind the parley be­ 
tween John L. and CIO Steelwprk- 
ers’ Union leader. David McDon­ 
ald. on the following Saturday. 


IF LEWIS CAN sell Beck on pull­ 
ing out of the AFL and McDonald 
on pulling out of the CIO, THEY 
have a combination of Lewis’ 500.- 
000 miners and miscellaneous work­ 
ers in District 50. 1,300,000 team ­ 
sters, 1.250,000 steelworkers — and 
thousands of others in the CIO 
Brewery Union which has just com­ 
pleted its deal with the AFL Team­ 
sters. 
In addition, Lewis believes he 
can split Walter Reuther’s own CIO 
Auto Workers’ Union by taking the 
world's largest single regional un­ 
ion, Local 600, at the Ford River 
Rouge plant. 
This local itself has $1,500,000 in 
its kitty — just about what the 
AFL and CIO national headquar­ 
ters each have in their funds. 
Lewis has long been negotiating 
with sections of independent left 
wing unions and hopes to split them 
too — so he believes he can count 
on over 3.000.000 followers. 


IN THE TALKS with Beck and 
McDonald it has been pointed out 
that while they boast of most of 
the nation’s industrial power in 
their unions, they themselves are 
isolated. 


Lewis is, of course, independent. 
Beck has little voice in the AFL 
high council, of which he is not 
even a member. 
Reuther sets policy for CIO. leav­ 
ing McDonald just an executive 
board member, it was noted. 
But like all m aster strategists, 
! John Lewis has two alternative bat­ 
tle plans to fall back on if neither 
Beck nor McDonald want to pull 
out of their respective coalitions. 
These alternatives, too, h a v e 
been discussed and will be re­ 
viewed in subsequent scheduled 
conversations. 
If the new federation doesn’t ma­ 
terialize, Lewis 
may move his 
miners into either the AFL or CIO. 
In either event, he will be the 
balance of power. If he joins with 
Beck in the AFL, they can—and 
at the moment have even discussed 
it — remove George Meany and re­ 
place him with a man closer to 
their “middle - of - the - road” 
political philosophy. 


IT SHOULD be remembered that 
both Beck and Lewis are tradition­ 
ally Republicans. 
If Lewis moves into the CIO, 
he and McDonald will most certain­ 
ly be able to oust Walter Reuther 
as president — and have talked 
about doing so. 
However, that would not be the 
end of the maneuver to re-route 
American labor more along “bread 
and butter” and less along “plan” 
lines. 
Behind all this is one basic fact— 
there is now a definite alliance 
between Dave Beck’s most power­ 
ful teamsters. Lewis’ coaldiggers 
and McDonald’s Steelworkers. No 
other labor combination can beat 
this new bloc. 


WHETHER LEWIS goes into the 
AFL or CIO, Lewis, Beck and Mc­ 
Donald will be working togeth­ 
er during the next year to unite 
both AFL and CIO in one labor 
movement under their guidance, if 
the independent labor federation 
Lewis now dreams of doesn’t ma­ 
terialize. 
This would mean that the presi­ 
dents of the AFL and CIO. George 
Meany and Walter Reuther, would 
have to take second place in a 
master 
coalition 
which 
Lewis 
would lead in his final years. 
The fight is on between labor’s 
right and left wings for leadership 
of America’s 16,000,000 workers.

Taft Called Turn On ‘Facts Of Life’ About U.N. 


It is doubtful whether the Ameri­ 
can people have any idea of just 
what commitments are being made 
to involve the United States in 
military action in different parts 
of the world. 
A case in point is the negotiation 
going on between President Eisen­ 
hower 
and 
President 
Syngman 
Rhee of the Republic of Korea. 
For, in effect, the United States 
has agreed to “go it alone” in 
Korea, irrespective of the United 
Nations, in the event of future 
aggression which the U. N. does 
not resolve to resist. 
The language of the proposed 
“ mutual defense pact” with Korea 
is supposed to be identical with the 
text of the treaties of mutual de­ 
fense, already ratified by the Sen­ 
ate, with the Philippines and with 
Australia and New Zealand. 
The pertinent articles read: 
“Article IV: Each party recog­ 
nizes that an armed attack in the 
Pacific area on either of the part­ 
ies would be dangerous to its own 
peace and safety and declares that 
it would act to meet the common 
danger in accordance with its con­ 
stitutional processes. 
“Any such armed attack and all 
measures taken as a result there­ 
of shall be immediately reported 
to the Security Council of the Unit­ 
ed Nations. 
“Such measures shall be term i­ 
nated when the Security Council 
has taken the measures necessary 
to restore and maintain interna­ 
tional peace and security. 
“Article V: For the purpose of 
Article IV, an armed attack on 
any of the parties is deemed to in­ 
clude an armed attack on the 
metropolitan territory or any of 
the parties, or on the island ter­ 
ritories under its jurisdiction in 
the Pacific or on its armed forces, 
public vessels or aircraft in the 
Pacific.” 
The language of these treaties 
makes it clear that the action to 
be taken is irrespective of the 
Security Council of the U.N., and 
the only requirement is that the 
measures taken must be “immed­ 
iately reported’’ and that they must 
be terminated when the Security 
Council takes the “measures neces­ 
sary to restore and maintain in­ 
ternational peace and security.” 
This is the same text that was 
used in the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. It is doubtful whether

worded language means in terms 
of sending American troops over­ 
seas. 
In the case of Korea, it means 
that, if trouble arises as it did in 
June, 1950, the Republic of Korea 
would expect the United States to 
act at once without reference to 
the United Nations Security Coun­ 
cil. 
There is a distinct difference in 
the case of NATO because all 12 
countries are bound together to 
take concerted action. 
In the Pacific, bilateral alliances 
have been set up instead of a re­ 
gional arrangement encompassing 
all the countries with interests in 
that area. 
Great Britain and France have a 
direct interest in the Pacific but 
are not obligated to come to the 
aid of the countries with which 
the United States has signed or 
will be signing 
mutual 
defense 
pacts. 
An examination of the language 
of the recently ratified treaties 
with the Philippines and with Aus­ 
tralia and New Zealand shows that, 
if the same text is used in the« 
treaty with Korea, it does n o t 
necessarily mean instantaneous ac­ 
tion. 
Indeed, there is a question as 
to what is meant by the declara­ 
tion that the United States “would 
act to meet the common danger 
in accordance with its constitution­ 
al processes.” 
Does this mean that the presi­ 
dent would ask Congress for author­ 
ity to use our armed forces in­ 
stantly, or that he would act and 


1 then ask for ratification of the 
steps he will have taken? 
Or does it mean that the Truman- 
Acheson interpretation of the Con­ 
stitution — presumably ignoring 
the war-making power of Congress 
whenever the executive chooses to 
disregard it — is to be the pledge 
implied in the forthcoming Korean- 
American defense pact? 
Maybe Syngman Rhee isn’t get­ 
ting an assurance of an ironclad 
nature at all through the type of 
treaty at present being offered 
him by Washington. 
That’s why he wants a treaty 
with “automatic” intervention — 
that is, without any step requiring 
a request from the President for 
authority from Congress for im­ 
mediate action. 
The willingness of the President 
to sign any mutual defense treaty 
with Korea only is, of course, a 
j “going it alone” policy on the part 
of the United States. 
It is detached from the U.N. as 
is the NATO treaty. 
The critics who were so quick 
to jump on Sen. Taft recently when 
he stated plainly the facts of life 
with reference to the U.N. in the 
Far East, are strangely silent now 
and evidently see nothing wrong 
in a commitment with a single 
country that could obligate Amer­ 
ica to go to war on the mainland 
of Asia. 
Surely the policy of the United 
States in the long run will have 
to be modified to negotiate a wider 
alliance like NATO for the Pacific 
after which all the bilateral pacts 
would be repealed or superseded,

HE JOB of being choirmaster 
is difficult at best, but when 
the choir is made up of squeal­ 
ing 
and 
chirping 
youngsters 
ranging in age from 2 to 5, the 
job is easily comparable to that 
of being given twenty minutes 
to make an atomic bomb. 
Every Wednesday afternoon 
the children of St. Mark’s Meth­ 
odist Church in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
arrive for a weekly rehearsal of 
the Cherub Choir. The eighteen 
to twenty little ones are care­ 
fully guided through their paces 
by Mrs. C e eile Jacobson, the 
placid and good-natured direc­ 
tor, who deserves a bushel of 
fr a n k in c en se and myrrh for her 
re m a rk a b le patience and fortitude. Mrs. 
Jacobson is one of the few persons who 
can plav a piano while ten tiny hands are 
trying to pound out a few compositions of 
their own on the same keys. Most teachers 
have p rob lem s teaching the three R s, but 
Mrs. Jacobson's biggest job is making tho 
Cherubs in her choir forget their three P s 
— punching, poking and pummeling—while 
they concentrate on a few scales or rhyth­ 
mic exercises.

The concentration powers of 
the group are limited and songs 
of more than two lines mu>t be 
put aside for the more advanced 
group. The favorite songs of the 
Cherubs are “Jesus Loves Me 
and “Tell Me the Stories of 
Jesus I Love to Hear. Once the 
children have started to sing 
there is no stopping them until 
the song has run its course. The 
children outdo themselves at 
Christmas and Easter when they 
file into the church for their 
biggest 
performances 
of 
the 
year. All of them wave to their 
parents and friends before get­ 
ting down to the serious busi- 
ness of vocalizing. 
One of the boys in the group had prac­ 
ticed the hymns at home while riding back 
arid forth on his rocking horse. At the 
height of the Christmas service the young­ 
ster thought he was still on his horse at 
home and fell off the altar platform. 
Those who have witnessed the Cherubs 
on Sunday all report that the youngsters 
are one of the few' groups that can give 
a performance (with or without mui'ic) 
at any time 
All the mole choir members are required to check their guns upon arrival

MOSCOW (J*)—Soviet newspapers 
declared today that proposals for 
a South Korean-U. S. mutual assis­ 
tance treaty were aimed at pre­ 
venting the “quickest” signing of 
a Korean armistice. 
(President 
Eisenhower 
offered 
last month to negotiate a mutual 
defense pact between the two na­ 
tions if South Korean President 
Syngman Rhee would agree to a 
truce in the war.) 
The Russian reaction was out­ 
lined in a Soviet News Agency 
Tass dispatch from Pyongyang, the 
capital of North Korea, published 
in all important Moscow newspap­ 
ers.
